Three Neirroai Pay the Penalty lor Tak- 


ing-Life at Fort Smith, Ark. 


FORT SMITH, Ark., April 28.—Three 


executions took place here yesterday un- 
der sentences passed by Judge Parker of 
the United States District Court on Feb- 
ruary 9. The victims were: Owen D Hill, a 
negro, for the murder of his w.fe on July 
1.188"; Jack Crow, negro, for the mnrder 
of Charles B. Wilson, in the Chootaw Na- 
tion, iu 1885; and George Moss, negr», for 
the murder of George Taft, in the Choc- 
taw Nation, in September, 1887. 


The condemned murderers each spent a 


good night. Hill was heard praying sev- 
eral times. He ate very little breakfast, 
and spent most of the morning in prayer. 
Moss broke down and cried. Hill repeat- 
edly declared that he was ready and im- 
patient to go. Crow talked very little, 
and seemed in better condition than 
either of the others. 
At ten o'clock the men were given each 


a neat suit of Mack clothes. 
Crow's 


clothes were mncn too large, and he 
laughed at the fit they made. 


The death warrant was read by Deputy 


Marshal John Carroll to each of the men 
separately, in the jail corridor, at 12:40 p. 
m. They all listened to it without any 
emotion, except Hill, who was very ner- 
vous and could not talk. The prisoners 
were then shackled, and the procession 
started for the gallows with a guard on 
each side, Moss taking the lead. They 
walked steadily, Hill singing loudly an 
improvised farewell. They mounted the 
soaflold steadily, Crow with a half smile 
on his face, and Hill still singing. Upon 
his breast he wore a large card bearing 
the letters "M. B. B", made ot hair his 
mother, brother and sister had sent him. 


On tho scaffold, a short, fervent prayer 


was offered, and they were placed on the 
death-trap while the ropes were being ad- 
justed. Hill kept up his running song of 
farewell arid good will to all, saying he 
was standing at the doors of Heaven. The 
others did not utter a word after mount- 
ing the scaffold, except, to say farewell to 
the guards. 
At five minutes past one tee black caps 


were adjusted, and four minutes later the 
trap was sprung and they were launched 
Into eternity. Beyond a slight convulsion 
neither of the three men made ojiy motion 
after the fall. Their necks were broken, 
and death was painless. Hill was pro- 
nounced dead in thirteen and a hal£ min- 
utes; Moss m eleven minutes, and'Crow 
in fourteen and a half minutes. The exe- 
cution was witnessed by about fifty per- 
sons.

O'FAILON, Mo., April 27.—A terrible 


tragedy occurred six miles north of here 
to-day. About seven o'clock this morn- 
ing Mrs. Kleeschulte, nee Schulte, was 
shot and killed; also two of her children, 
aged six and eight years, were shot. One 
of the chilren will probably recover. Her 
husband, from whom she has been sepa- 
rated for two years, Is suspected. Great 
excitement prevails here. The murderer 
is threatened with the administration of 
speedy justice should he be caught. 


The latest particulars of the Klees 


chulte tragedy shows a most horrible 
state of facts. The murder and suicide 
are the real facts, so far as are known, 
and are as follows: Ernst Kleeschulte, 
now of St. Louis, some seven or eight 
years ago was married to Miss Mary 
Bchulte, of St. Charles County, Mo. They 
had two sons by their union, now aged 
six and eight years. Two yearn ago they 
separated, for some reason unknown. 
Mrs. 
Kleeschulte has lived for about three 


months in a small house on what is 
known as the Henry Beck farm, an iso- 
lated place about one mile from the Mis- 
sissippi river, with her two boys. One of 
her brothers lived near by. The murderer 
had threatened about one year ago to take 
his wife's life, and true to Ills most inhu- 
man and fiendish threat, carried it 
into

this morning. He entered the house 
by 
way 
of 
the 
kitchen, 
where 


he found his wife preparing the morning 
meal, and without a word of warning 
pulled an English bull-dog revolver and 
sent a bullet crashing through her body. 
She never knew what killed her. There 
the poor woman was found by the neigh- 
bors. 
A most horrible and revolting 


spectacle was presented. There she lay, 
calm and cold in death, upon the kitchen 
floor, with outstretched hands, bathed in 
her own innocent blood. In the next 
room (there were only two rooms in the 
house) there was a scene even more ap- 
paling. 
Two small boys, bruised and 


bleeding from the hands of the devil- 
father; one boy lay with three bullet 
holes 
in his young 
body, 
the oth- 


er with a terrible gash in his forehead. 
About one-half mile west of the killing 
now lies the motionless form of the 
assassin, with the same murderous weap- 
on at his side, who went to eternity from 
his own murderous hands.

DECATUB'B BOOH. 


A Short Chapter on the Present and 


Future of Our Growing City. 


The rapid growth of our city is re- 


marked upon by every one. Never in 
onr history were the evidences of thrift 
so noticeable as at the present season. 
In about five to six years our popula- 
tion has increased fully 7,000. It is esti- 
mated that nearly 300 houses, on an aver- 
age, during that period, have been erect 
ed: a large number of elegant business 
blocks have been built, and yet the de- 
mand for residences and store rooms was 
never so great as this spring. Business 
blocks and residences are going up in 
every direction and the pressure is for 
more. Our architects are busy with de- 
signs, and contractors and mechanics are 
in demand. Every factory is crowded 
with orders which they are unable to fill 
New elements of industry each year are 
developed. What does this all mean? 
Do our citizens realize that a healthy 
boom already exists? 


If so much can be accomplished by the 


slight effort put forth, what would be 
the results from combined concert of ac- 
tion ? There aro some so-called conserva- 
tives who decry every effort at a boom, 
and the word "boom" excites dread in 
their minds. "Conservatism" and "boom" 
are too often regarded as antagonistic, 
and are much abused terms. So-called 
"conservatives" are, as a rule, mere "do- 
nothings,"—men that, not content to de 
nothing themselves,—croak and decry 
every effort on the part of others. Is 
even a rattling boom, such as prevailed 
in the west, a misfortune, to be depre- 
cated? 
While it prevails, everybody 


makes money, employment is given 
thousands of mechanics, material mills 
and contractors flourish, the city grows, 
business blocks and residences spring 
up like magic, colleges are built, scores 
of factories and industries are de- 
veloped, and 
suddenly an insignifi- 


cant town springs into a metropolis. 
Supposing the booni terminates! There 
is always a limit to possibilities, and 
period of lull. But what of it? The 
place is still a city, the houses, factories, 
colleges and railroads remain. The only 
parties that may lose are those who have 
invested at speculative prices and are 
caught with a heavy debt.
